+ _--Should attract much attention in South 


China or that much anxicty should be felt 
as to the activity of various nations in that 
so far little exploited country, Neverthe- 
less, since the time of the Anglo-Tapanesé 
Alliance it has nv longer been possible for 
any Briton to leave out of consideration in 
an estimate of Far Bastern affuirs the pro- 
gress of events in Corea, & country whoue 
connection with Japan has been one of the 
" prominent fentures of -our ally's Distory. 
Since Japan's war against Chinw ‘and her 
jee to the rank of a first-rate Power, it has 
been reevgnived that the blow of her having 
to give way before: Russia im Corea would 
‘drive her once more into tho background, 
with little chunce of recovery. The loss of 
what is perhaps her most révored nationnl 
* tradition would be a fatal. wound to her 
honour, It is true that, nominally, by [the 
agreements of1896 and 1898 the Russians 
- and Japaneseare onan equal political footing 
in Corea, But the third article of the 
latter agreement stipulates that ‘in view of 
“the wide development taken by the con 
4 mercial and industrial enterprise of Japan 
“in Corea, us well as the large number 
‘of Japanese aubjects residing in ‘that 
country, the Russian Government will not 
“hinder in any way the development of 
“commercial and industrial relations between 
* Jopan and Corea.” And there is no doubt 
now as to tho footing which the Island 
Power bas now gained in the Peninsula, 
especially in the South. Russia, howover, 


thivatariag fic enuse pian trouble. 
This -enterpri one of those small 
beginnings which are ever. the: foundations 
of Russia’s‘empire-building. The Japan 

fail vecently discuesed .the subject of 


‘| Japau’s attitude towards Rusein’s growth, 
“| saying that could it be conceived - that 


Manchurin, Mongolia. and Tibet werd to 

the final udditions to Russia's East Asia! 

empire Jupan might. be -uncuncerned.:. But 
Manchuria. does not furnish good. cnough 
maritime outlets, Russia's great desire; and 
that Russia, holding the Awur region and the 
Liaotung Peninsula, should not be irresiat- 
ably tempted to absorb Corea, is out of the 
question. . “ She will beso tempted und she 
«will yield to the temptation, Any nation } 
“« would yield to it in herplace. The question 
is, how will ehe net to work ? A 
“ few. years ago Corea would have been just 
“as convenient a ficld for that kind of ex- 
 ploitation as Manchuria is now proving. 

“Bat Jnpan may be snid to have already 
“‘conquored the south of the Corean ponin- 
sala by myilway -building, and any Russian 
“attempt to dispute that conquest by means 
“of a road froni. Wij to Seoul would in- 
“volve a struggle such as it is entirely 
“foreign to Rusia’s -policy to invite.” 
Seeing, however, that plans have alreudy 
heen. mado for a railway from Liag-yang, 
through Fenghwang, to the Yalu River, and 
that actual surveying work on the line is 
reported to huve commenced, we think our 
Yokohamn contemporary is snuguine if it 
imagines Russi will nat epeedily attempt 
to, get the lino carried over the Corean 
frontier, Russia doubtless does not wish 
to invite a. struggle with Japan, mean- 


. ing as it does a struggle with Great 


Britain too; but shes’ curried through 
more difficult tasks without a atruggle 
aud may be hopeful of success ‘here too. 


This is‘all the. more reason for a firm |

Tre railway from Hankow tO Canton, 
though now foirly out of the region of the 
clouds, is likely to consume a long 
time in its construction.

THE OFFICIAL “| EXPLANATION.” 

A circular issued by tho Russian Minister of 
tha Interior to the Governors, Prefoota, and 
Chiefs of Police gives the following account of 
the récant attack on the Jews at Kishineif — 

“Tn the disturbances, ‘the originators of 

which were for the most purt common people 
forty-tive persons were killed, saventy-four 
severoly injured, and 350 slightly injured. 
About 700 ‘houses bolonging. to Jews and 
about 600 shogs were looted, ‘The disturbances 
prose out of the strained relations existing 
between tho Christians and Jews in Bessarabia. 
Reports of alleged ritual marders in the govern- 
ments of ‘Xhorson, Kioff, and Kishineff led 
to a clamonr for an attack on the Jews 
and. written appeals were distributed with that 
object. On Easter Sundsy o Christian woman 
was maltrested by the Jewieh proprietor of 8 
merry-go-round, and this provided a direct cause 
fur attacking the Jews, | ‘The crowd then threw 
stones at the housce of the Jews in the neigh- 
bourhood, and marched through the various 
quarters of the town, everywhere destroying the 
houses and booths belonging to Jews. On Easter 
Sundey-nine Jews wero killed, On the following 
morning the Jews in the New Bazaar attacked 
the Christisns, ono of whom was killed by a 
shot fired from the Jewish sidv, Tho riots were 
thereupon renewed. As the military who were 
patrolling the town proved insufficient, further 
bodies of troops were’talled in, und tho duty of 
maintaining order’ was transferred to the 
military. suthorities, On the’ evening of 
aster Monday, when tho troops bad been 
distributed among the various districts, in 
accordance With-a prearranged plan, the dis- 
turboncus were brought to an end. The 
events at Kishineff Jed to disturbancss in many 
‘other parts of the empire, and in some towns 
the Jews begen to form sociolios for their own 
protection, At tho instance of the Director of 
the Police Department, tho Tasr instructed the 
Minister of the Interior to muke it clear to 
Chiefs of tho Government towns that it was their 
duty, for the fulfilment of which they woald be 
held pargonally responsible, to toke measares for 
preventing aots of violence, and thas quiet the 
populstion.” _ The circular of the Minister of 
the Interior points out that the formation of 
societies for self-defence is jundmissible. In 
the event of disturbances the civil authorities 
are not allowed to transftr to the military their 
obligation to keep order, but mast direct the 
common action of the troops and police. The 
civil muthorities, adds the circular, are oaly. to 
cease giving directions personally when they 
have called npon. the commanders of troops to 
order their men to nse their weapons.

London, 24th May. 

"Tho Aged Pensioners Bill was yesterday: read 
a second time in the ouse_of ‘Commons. Tho 
age limit proposed io the bill is 65 years, and 
the amount of the pension is 5s. per week. The 
estimated cost is £6,500,000 por nnonam, ,the 
required amount to be raised’ partly from the 
ratos and partly from the Treasury. 

Referring to the history of the old age pen- 
sions movement Mr. J. Chamberlain (8eere- 
tary of State for the Colonies) agreed that 
there wos a possibility of doing something to 
stimulate thrift aud help the work of making 
provision for old age.
